We have to 
thank Uim for health and strengtli, for 
immunity from culamities of any kind, 
and for the daily broad which He has 
given ua. We on this ialapd of Vuncou- 
ver have especial reason for thanksgivitig. 
We enjiiy ouu uf tho moat glorious oli- 
niatea uiuloi- the aun. Our harvest has 
been moat bountiful and the labors of the 
husbandmen have been abundantly bless- 
ed. The province contains a hidden min- 
eral wealth whoso value cnnuot be esti- 
mated, while tho liaheries, so vast and so 
remunerative, may bo said to be yet in a 
state of iiifiuicy. Tlie outlook ia a moat 
hopeful Olio, and now that a baud of ateel 
oonnecta us with the east, we may look for 
that infiax of capital and populiition 
which we ao much need. No dire calam- 
ities, if we except the Vancouver fire, have 
fallen upon our province. While earth- 
quakes have been doing thoir deadly work 
ia other parts of the continent, and cholera 
devastating tho Orient, while sickness and 
misery and poverty have been the lot of 
the people of othec lands, here all ia peace 
and plenty, and no man need go idle who 
desires to work . This, too, is a Chris- 
tian country, true liberty is enjoyed, and 
the store-house of knowledge is open to 
all. As we look behind at the mercies 
vouchsafed us, and forward to out illim- 
itable possibilities we conclude that it is 
a goodly land to live in, and that it 
is meet and proper that a thank- 
offering sliould be mftda to Him 
who has made our paths to lie in 
such pleasant places. This morning, then, 
in God's bouse let there be breathed the 
hearty prayer of thanksgiving for all 
the loving kindness vouchsafed us 
as a people during the past year. 
Let not the poor or afflicted, if any there 
are in our midat, be forgotten, but out of 
our abundance lot us lighten for them their 
hard and difficult way.

THE EOYFTlAS^^iaE&TION. 

We have hitherto refrained, says the 

London Times, from adverting to the very 

unfriendly and provocative tone lately 
adopted by the Ficuch Press in dealing 
•with tbo position of England in Egypt. We 
ore very reluctant to multiply occasions of 
mi8under.^tandinR and recrimination be- 
tween two friendly coantries. But aa a 
strong feeling appears to eiiat in France, 
founded, as it seems to us, on a variety ol 
misconceptions, it may bo as well to advert 
to the anbjeot, not so much for tho purpose 
of entering into controversy with the organs 
of French public opinion as for that ot 
clearly defining the position which has 
always been taken up by England in the 
matter. It baa been confidently stated, and 
ngaiu ua confidently denied, that M. Wad- 
diugtou has been iustructed toniako a com- 
munication or to ftddre«B an inquiry to tho 
English goTemmtiUt on tho aubject 
of the occupation of Egypt. It ia 
not at -all improbable that such 
an inquiry may aooner or later bo 
madtj. But we ajiprehend that if and 
when it ia iiuuie the tenor of the answer 
can bo easily and ceitiinly anticipated. 
England has never given any iikd.»o 
the occupation of E^ypt, undertak'jii 
her in 1882 with the countonanse of Eor- 
ope and for objects acknowledged to be of 
common though not of co-ordinate Kuro- 
pean interest, would bo brought to an 
end at oiiy specified period. Wo have 
made great sacrifices in Egypt, we have 
often been thwarted ip.Qnr endeavors by 
one power or another,' Tre' hiive- received 
no assiatanco from any, we were actually 
deserted by France at the critical momebt 
of the whole undertaking, we have for 
nearly a year been aneociatod with tho 
suzerain power in iho conduct uf Egyptian 
affairs; and we must accordingly judge for 
curselves as to the time when and the cir- 
cumstances in which it will be prudent 
to withdraw our tronpa. Wo do not 
disputfl tho aba'Tuct rii^ht of tho other 
Powers which originally aasontod to our 
occupation to ask tho queation propound- 
ed in Franco, and wo fully undoratand 
the reasons which may have induced tho 
French fiovernment to think it expedient 
to ask it at the present time. The right 
of England to judge for herself whan aho 
shall withdraw her troops ia indiaputablo 
and cannot bo treatud as an open (luos- 
tlon; leaat of all can it bo so treated by 
M, DeFreyciiiot, who deliberately refused 
to RBSociato Franco when England under- 
took the task of suppressing Arabi's rebel- 
lion and restoring order in the valley of 
tho Nile. 



Ru.S3Ia's new subjects, who were se- 
cured aa one n^sult of tho late war with 
Turkey, are not proving very desirable 
iidditious to the oiiipire. The people of 
the noitliouatorn portion of Turkey in 
Asia wore nhvuya wild and practically 
lawless, and when under Ottoman rule 
were allowed to do pretty much na siiltod 
their desiroa. While Turkish officials ru- 
cuivod a certain degree oE respect mid 
were able to oolioot a fair revenue, not 
many attempt swore niideto actually f.;ov- 
ern tho country; hut when this region 
came under the iluaaian control thorudu 
mountaineers found themselves subject to 
a very di^rent order of raa«tors. Wher- 
ever the MuBoovito estabiishos his power 
he makes tho inhabitanta fool the weight 
and certainty of imperial authority. But 
these people are mostly Kurds and Nes- 
torians, and among the most independeikt 



and warlike cf all Asiatic tribes. Ever 
since the annexation they have been in a 
state of rebellion and have never y ielded 
any degree of submission excepting in 
cases where resistance was impossible. One 
special complain which the Kurds make 
against their conquerors is that tho 
priests are striving to forcibly convert them 
to the Eusaian church. For this and other 
reasons large uumbera are conatantly emi- 
grating from the province of Kara.

British Columbia Kntes. 

In view of the recent controversy be- 
tween the Manitoba and Northern Pacific 
regarding the former's reduced rates tu 
British Oclumbia points, tho following 
circular letter from General Ticket Agent 
Stubbs, of tho Union Pacific, to Chairman 
Pieraon, of tho trunk line passenger com- 
mittee, will prove of interest to the ofli 
cials of the local lines interested: 

"Information has reached me that the 
Caaadiaa Pacific has applied to some or 
all of the members of your committee re- 
questing the issue of tickets over its line 
to the Pacific ooast, and naming ratea 
which it desires to be used from Now 
York, Boston and other points. In this 
connection I trust it will not bo consider- 
ed improper for me to suegest that in 
granting this application yuu should take 
into consideration the interests not only 
of your own lines, but of your American 
connections, from wliom you receive much 
larger business than you can ever hope to 
receive from the Canadian Pacific. The 
latter company, since its opening for Pa- 
cific coast bueiness, has refused to hold 
any conference with the American lines, 
and has announced rates wiiich not only 
cut deeply those previously established in 
the territory reached by itself, but alao 
cut the rates to a far larger territory in 
Oregon, Washington, Idaho, Montana, 
Utah and Wyoming, with which it tran- 
sacts no business whatever. Further- 
more, it has inaugurated a aystora of mak- 
ing rates, using the same figures from all 
points in Canada, which threatens to pro- 
duce endless confusion and demorulizjitiou 
in the business of American roads. The 
spareely inhabited condition of the terri- 
tory adjacent to the line of the Canadian 
Paoiiic permits the adoption of this sys- 
tem without injury to itself by the scalp- 
ing of tickets . You need no argumont 
from me to prove the disastrous uBeota 
upon tho business of American roads 
which would reuult from a ayatem making 
rates, for example, from New York and 
from Chicago to tho Pacific ciiist tho 
same. While tho Canadian Pacific, by 
allowing the American linea full local rates 
in division of such through ratea, no 
matter how low the latter might be, and 
forcing the American Pacific lines to do 
likewise, might relievo the trunk linea of 
any immodiulu loos by scalping, tliu idop- 
tion of this ayatem of making rntt-a could 
hardly fail tu be injurious to your own 
revenue in the end, and in any caae we 
think you should exert your influence to 
prevent the enormous injury that would 
result to the American Pacific lines with- 
"".t any benefit whatever to the Canadian 
l acific. Tlie hunii;ei;3 betv.euii our own 
territory and the Pacific coast and inter- 
mediate territory is far larger than that 
which is tributary to the Canadian Pacific, 
and it sccni."! reasonable not only that you 
should exercise the right of making your 
own ratea from your own territory, but 
that tho Canadian Pacific should adjust 
its raius from corresponding territory to 
harmonize with yours. Before kT'Io^i'iK 
any favors to that line t trust yo i will ex- 
act a recognition of these pnuciuhiM." —

The kindneas I received everywhoro 
at the East has given me a high upiniou 
of Canada and Canadians. The people 
are most huspitablo. They went faruut uf 
their way to make tbiaga pleaaunt for mo 
and my colleague. ' At Winnipeg, Tor- 
onto and Montreal we enjoyed an ovation.

KOOI'ENAY BAILYVAY. 

1'iic Line to l>c Built Iroin Kev- 
clstokc to the llcati of 
Kooteniiy Luke. 

Clarence W. Mbberly, C. E., arrived 
down by tho Louiee on Tuesday evening 
and is registered at the Driard. It being 
understood that ho comes to yriti-h Col- 
umbia in the intereeti of the men who 
have secured a charter from tho federal 
government to build a road from Revel- 
etoke (Far well), on tho linn of the O.P.R , 
south to tho head of Kootunay lake, a re- 
proaentative of 7'/ie Gulonisi called on Mr. 
Moberly concerning the matter. 

He aaid that this was his first visit to 
the coast, t!:ough for many years he had 
bfuu worki;'g in tho Rocky mountaini. 
Having cume, he wna so charmed with 
all that he aaw, ho wa» h th tu think uf 
giing 1 a.k, Tho delightful weather here 
in comp:iriaon with the frigid oast was of 
such a nature that no one could but be 
charmed with it aud the lovely surround- 
ings. 

Spreading out maps and tracings, Mr. 

Moberly pointed out the route that his 
railway would follow. Beginning at Uev- 
olatoko it took a slightly aouth-eastorly 
dircKlion pnst Trout lake to the head of 
Koolenay lake, in all a distance of 100 
miles, 'i'he lino pastes through a coun- 
try of mineral wealth, well timbered, and 
in the whole length only fifteen miles of 
heavy work exists, and no grado would 
exceed sixty feet to tho mile. It would 
probably cut 1 5^20,000 per niilo for its oon- 
striicl;ioii. 

In conjunction with tho railway it is 
the intention of the company to place a 
line of steamers on Kootoi|ay Iske. This 
would enable a most valuable portion of 
Rootenay diatiict to ho npehed up, and 
would liriog bii^inesu t i Ihu trunk Hue and 
proHpcrity to the country. 

The chartjr scciirod also permiti tho 
company 1 1 build a line of railway north 
from Rovelstoke through tho Big Bend 
country, and then continuing in a 
north-easterly direction thriiugh either 
Ath.ibascu or Canuo P,ia«ea into the 
iMIiabaaca and Peace Itiver District, 
with a terminus at Duiivegan. This 
would tap a magniticent et^ck and agri- 
cultural country, and instead of taking 
thu trade east, which il tbe intention of 
the several railways beading from Winni- 
peg to Dunvogan and to Fort Simpson, it 
would brint; trade wt-atward, an important 
considuralioii to Hriti^h Columbia. 

Thu c(jmpaiiy had coiiaidurablo difliculty 
in siicuring tho charter, o.ving to absurd 
provisions in tho C. P R. charter, which 
certainly were never intended to apply to 
British Columbia. These provide that 
branch! a lo' tho south of the line of rail- 
way are to ho I'.tiilt in a uirection aouth- 
westorly, or west or aoiilh-we&t II would 
bu almost imposaible to thus build a rail- 
way line in this province, whioh virtually 
excluded the building of railways. How- 
ever, after the bill had been thr< wn out 
twice, thn third time the 0. P. R. and 
government assented, and the charter was 
granted. ^ 

The gentlemen who compose the com- 
pany are wealthy men, and there is plen- 
ty of funds at its back. Mr. Moberly will 
remain in the province during tbe winter 
in ordrr to pi rfect arrangementi for the 
constructiiMi of thu lino, whioh he states 
can bo in o|)eration in two years from its 
oommencetnent

Since the arrival of the schooner Pen- 
elope from Japan, there has been a num- 
bur of rumors relative to thia trim little 
craft in connection with tho escape of the 
paymaster of the U. S. Ship Oasipoo at 
Yokohama a few weeks ago It hiia been 
aaid that the captain uf the Penelope wa.s 
responsible for the-escape, and that the 
Penelopo wai the vessel used for, that pur 
poso. From reliable authority it lias 
bueii QBL-ortainod that it was mil thu Pen- 
elopo or hor captain that carried away tho 

PKCULATINQ FAYMASrUK, 

but tlio schooner Arctic, of. which the 
captain of tho Penelopo ia pjirt owner, 
hoiico tho connection of hia name with 
the escape. It appears that Merrit, the 
paymaitor of the U. S. navy "t Yoko- 
hama, became an embezzler for over 
S20,000 by moans of forged receipts, and 
hia ahoriago being diec 'vered ho was ar 
re.itod on a warrant by the U- .S. govern- 
ment. Ho was takuii aboard thu Osaipue, 
a iiriaonur at large on the decks of the 
man-of-war. For a time a careful guard 
wsa kept on his movements, but he 
finally managed to send notice tu 
his brother in the United States 
Tho lat'er immediately mi^de arraniio- 
ments for his brother's escape and to that 
end sent a largo sum of money to a well- 
known commercial house, in Yokohama, 
with the understanding that it should be 
used in the liberation of the prisoner. . It 
is not definitely known whether the 
money was nsod or not, thu lact remains 
however, that ono foggy evuniiig while 
the oflicers of the Oaaipee were at supper, 
the paymaster

and disappeared. An alarm was Bounded, 
and search was made for tho missing pris- 
oner, though no trace of him could be 
found. The next day the bajir weis drag- 
ged for his body as it was believed that in 
the depth of his remorse and despair the 
unfortunate man had committed suicide. 
It did not occur to the vigilant (1) oflScers 
that the man could have escaped, or that 
anyone was daring enough to some right 
under the frowning cannons and take a 
prisoner -fronv the deck of the Osaipec. 
About four days after the disappear- 
ance the authorities suddenly diacover- 
ed that tho aealir.g achooner Arctic, which 
had been lying near the Osaipue on tlio 
night of the escape, had set sail in u very 
mysterious manner.

How thia idea could 
have occurred to them may be easily un- 
derstood when it 'is remembered that the 
captain of the Penelope owned the Arc- 
tic. There was no evidence to show that 
tho Penelope was a party to tho rescue, 
other than tho fact that she put to sea m 
quest of the Arctic, it was tho iiuontion 
of tho captain to ascertain if possible what 
had become of hia other achooner. Nut 
finding her, he drew the conclusion, on 
on hearing rumors that the paymaater 
was aboard, that she woald make ihin pot I; 
BO he made the voyage

arriving hero three weeks ago. On hie 
arrival he heard of the capture of the Arc- 
tic and the lentenoe of her captain, 
and was probably surprised to aeo tbe tinea 
to which hia vckhoI had been placed. The 
captain of the Penelopo left for tho. oast on 
Monday and will , be absent about a 
mouth, when he 'will probably iiail for 
Japan.

In Chicago lliere is one solid neigh- 
borhood of ;{0,000 Bolieiiiian.s, and tho 
Rev. Edwin A. Adams, u graduate of 
Amherst and Audovor, a cultivated 
man, ana his accomplished wife and 
threo daughters, have buried them 
selves in the very heart of the Bo- 
heujian population, thus isolating 
themselves from the refined and Eng- 
lish-speaking people, for(!ign mission- 
aries in the heart of a great city. Mr. 
Adams has spent some years in Bohe- 
mia, and is familiar with the language, 
and the Ohristian men of : Obieago are 
intending to build for 'hiin a church 
.with a great seating capacity for his 
Bobemian hearers. 

Joaquin Miller writing to the N. Y. 
Independent an account of his visit to 
"the largest idol in tho world" says in- 
cidentally of tho Methodist missions in 
MexicOjjwhere the giant idol is: "And 
right here I want to say that these 
missions and the good they are doing 
deserve volumes in their praise. I have 
gone about the world for fifteen years 
sending letters to the Independent 
about the people of the earth; but nev- 
er before did I feel myself fit to advise 
. or suggest anything in the way of re- 
ligions instruction; nor do I feel that 
I am good enough to do so now. But I 
do most emphatically feel that here is 
a tremendous chance for young men 
and women to do endless good. 

The Rev. 11. C. Hovey, D. D., of 
Minnesota, has been pi^eachiug a [lung- 
ent missionary sermon, in which he 
gave some remarkable facts about our 
foreign population.
